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Lazarovitch is of the worst type of Bal- 


kan adventurer. He also called himself 
when here Count Eugene Lasarovitch de 
Czermaski. He edited two revolutionary 
papers printed by Polsen at 4 Gouglis 
Square, to whom he still owes a print- 
ing bill. The papers were the Eastern 
Buropean Review and L’Autonomie. They 
were printed in French and English. 

Lazarovitch had been a major in the 
Austrian army, but was expatriated. He 
went to France and married a French 
countess. He became notorious under the 
name of Czernaski by giving evidence 
against Dreyfus at Rennes. The Post-Dis- 
patch oorrespondent showed his picture, 
taken during the trial today to Servian 
Minister Nutfalovitch, who identified it 
as that of Lazarovitch, who conducted 
revolutionary papers here. 

Since his wife's death he had lived at 
Lyndhurst, Linfield, Sussex, where he had 
a small farmstead. 

Last autumn he sent to Macedonia 860, 
000 worth of arms and ammunition, including 
four Maxims, which were seized by the 
Turkish authorities when the ship touched 
Corfu. He also endeavored to enlist dis- 
charged British non-commissioned officers 
for service in Macedonia and engaged doc- 
tors for Macedonian forces. 

He was a soldier of fortune, a man of 
iron nerve, sometimes full of money and 
often miserably poor. 

Associated with him in London were 
Sarafoff and Servius Makadon, leaders of 
the Masedonian revolutionary movement.

BELGRADE, Servia, June 13.— The full 

details of the murder of the King, Queon 
Draga and their adherents, which are now 
coming to light through members of the 
conspiracy who were present in the pal- 
ace, emphasize the savagery of the 
Slaughter. 

The conspiracy was well organized, and 
the police had no suspicions, although 
meetings were held all over the country. 

Deputations from all of the regiments 
garrisoned in the various provinces came 
to Belgrade to promise their allegiance to 
the cause. 

Army officers of rank swore oaths that 
they would execute the plot against the 
King and Queen at the cost of their lives. 
The fiercenoss with which the murders were 
done indicates the desperation of those 
concerned in it. 

Maj. Lazarovitch, an Austrian soldier of 
fortune, shot the Hing several times. 

It is difficult, in fact, impossible, for even 
those most actively connected with the 
tragedy to tell by whom each person was 
killed, but it is declared as certain that, 
Col Alexander Maschin, whose brother was 
once the husband of Draga, and who had 
committed suicide because of his wife's re- 
lations with the King, made an end of the 
Queen. 

Several of the chambers were riddled with 
bullets, and during the fusillade a stray 
shot shattered a window in the Russian 
legation close by. 

The palace and its gardens are today a 
scene of desolation. 

The windows are smashed, the curtains 
torn down, and bed linen acattered every- 
where. 

The Naumovics family sent to the news- 
papers a notice that the adjutant fell 
bravely to save his country, and is de- 
scribed in the official notice of his death 
as “dying on the field of honor for his 


fatherland.”

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JEOPARDIZING. THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

Let us suppose the flood of this year is repeated next year 
while the World’s Fair is in progress and with no change in 
the terminal conditions—what would happen to the World's Fair? 

What good would the proposed new elevated loop and other 
improvements do with the ends of the bridges and the railroad 
terminals on the Hast Side submerged in water? The only 
effect of the elevated loop would be the further impeding of the 
use of the river for freight and passenger traffic. 

The flood has now practically put St. Louis out of business, 
not because any important part of St. Louis ts under waten but 
because the railroad terminals of St. Louis are across the river 
from St. Louls in the lowlands subject to flood. 

There is no guarantee that the flood will not recur for two, 
three or four years in succession. If it should be repeated during 
the World’s Fair period, with the terminal conditions unchanged, 
this great enterprise upon which St. Louis has expended so much 
labor and money would be irreparably damaged; it would be 
ruined. 

With the bt. Louis railroad terminals in St. Louis this city 
could be freed from the menace of flood disaster as well as put 
upon the railway map and placed upon an equality in trade with 
other cities. 

Before the terminal loop bill or any other terminal franchise 
bill is passed by the House of Delegate the following conditions 
should be provided for: 

Just compensation.
